fo r 
agri­ 
culture, and no t o therwise appro pri 
ated, any citizen, o r even any alien 
who had declared his intentio n to be­ 
co me a citizen, might o btain 160 acres 
o f it by tiling his claim, paying cer­ 
tain no minal fees, and settling upo n 
it to make his ho me in go o d faith. 
It was a beautiful act o f paternal­ 
ism 
Uncle Sam, the rich and lo ving 
father, dividing his estate amo ng all 
his children, natural and ado pted. 
And the plan wo rked as beautifully as 
it so unded so lo ng as there were farms 
to be had in that part o f the public 
do main which receives a go o d annual 
rainfall. 
Practically the last o f such 
land has no w passed away fro m the 
Go vernment. 
There is a vast empire 
yet left—an empire in which tens o f 
millio ns 
will so metime dwell 
but 
every acre o f it must be irrigated be- 
fo re it will be fit fo r ho mes. 
When 
this is do ne, o ne acre will be equal in . 
pro ductive capacity to fo ur acres de­ 
pending o n rainfall.
